Ix)NDON, Dec, S. — The Paris corres- 
pondent of the Tolegruph says : I learn 
on very good authority that Oapt. Drey- 

fua ifl now practically unrecognizable 
His hair has turned quite white and he 
is a complete ureck. Even if the in 
quiry which ia being carried on were to 
prove tho prelude to the rehabilitation of 
this unhappy man, life would . be more 
or leaa of p. blank to him.' He-exists, 
and thia ia'all. "The only wonder is that 
ho atill lingers on. Countleaa peraona, 
endowed with strong conatitutiona, 
would have euccuuibed to the syatem to 
which he ia subjected., 

" Such ia the opinion of those who 
have watched him on tbe apot, aa n let- 
ter just received from French Guiana 
abundantly testitiea. Since he haa been 
settled at the lale duDiable, Dreyfua haa 
only been rarely visited by the governor 
of tho colony and other officials. Eleven 
wardOTW^tre told olJ' to fjuard him night 
and day, il coupl6 at a time, v/ho are re- 
"ioved every two ho^ta. They are strictly 
enjoined never to speak to tho prisoner 
unless there is some imperative reason 
for their dohij^ so and then aa briefly as 
possible. Thus Dreyfua apenda dayaand 
weeks topetbor, precluded from conver- 
sation with a fellow creature. 

" Until the month of July he dwelt in 
a hut situated in tho lower part of the 
islan'!, but he waS then removed to a 
plateau higher up. The atructnre which 
he now inhabits ia about thirtj; feet in 
length and ten in breadth. It ia divided 
into two rooms of almost equal size; one, 
with but two windows looking out on a 
sort of courtyard, ia reaorved for Drey- 
fus, egress from it being through a door 
in tho partition separating it from the 
outer chamber, where the wardens are 
posted. In front of this hnt ia a bit of 
ground some forty yards aquare, en- 
closed by a very thick palisade six feat 
in height, so that tho prisoner cannot 
catch a glimpse of tho anrrounding 
scenery, but haa only a dead wall to gaze 
upon. Tho wretched man tried to con- 
vert the ground into ft little garden, but 
tho Boil wna bo poor and peboly that he 
had to give up the idea. 

" When he arrived at the lale du Dia- 
blo he used to beguile the time by work- 
ing out algebraical problems on a slate, | 
but after a while he abandoned tho prac- j 
ticG and now he passes hours tofjether 
in reading and writing letters. As for 
the provisions with which he ia sup- 
plied by the aathoritiea, they are re- 
duced to tho aimplest poaaible, Freah 
meat alternating with bacon, white 
bread, vegetables, salt and popper, 
the Inst even regarded as a favor, 
eoinploto tlio niisuruble Hat, Owing, 
however, to tho money which he ia per- 
iiiitteil to roiioive from France, £20 a 
month as ia believed. Dreyfus ia able to 
Hupplement this meagre diet and to pro- 
vide himeolf with good wine, cognac, 
preserves and also with cigars, which he 
amokes continuously, 

" Such ia the life or rather exiatence 
led by thia tmhappy man, from which 
his relatives and friends are endeavor- 
ing with might and main to free him, 
while clearing hia character as well." 



LONDON'S FIRB BBIGADE. 

Red Tape and Poor System Impaired Its 
Efticiency at the Recent Conflagration. 

LoNnoN, Dec. 8.— The official inquiry 
into the causes and circumatancea of the 
great fire in tho city on November 19 
begina to develop pointa of inefficiency 
on the part of the fire brigade which 
would be amuaing if they were not ao 
serious. One witness timed the arrival of 
the first engine on the scene at twenty- 
two minutes after the alarm was given. 
Aaotber witnesB'toldf how some of the 
fireinen failed to recognize tbe hydrants 
wheiiC ■ , tbey V , ''saw ,. , them, .Decause 
they;!? were > n6,t .,i marked iirf-Witb • the 
letter " H " as in ■ ' their - dis- 
trict in the southern park of Lon- 
don. They thought the hydranfa were 
electric light boxes. 

It was alao shown tliiit the supply of 
coal was extremely acarce. Some of tho 
enginea atopned work because they had 
no coal, and many others were ao short 
of fuel that their efficiency was greatly 
impaired. The engineers were such 
slaves to red tape that they refused to 
accept the ofTera of coal made by citi- 
zena. Tho supply of coal maintained by 
the county council was two miles away 
from tbe fire, and the engineers bad no 
idea of obtaining fuel from any other 
Bonrce:* Eventually, however,- twenty 
ehgitiea were supplied with coal by citi- 
zens.

GEBUAN BBVEBSB IN AFBICA. 

L Warlilte Tribe Deals Severely With an 
Expedition and Punishment Is • 

Promised. 

LoN-noN, Dec. 8.— According to iriil 
advices from Battsiiga, on the West 
African coaat, southeast of the Cam- 
eroons, the Banodo country, a German 
expedition conaiBting of six white offi- 
cers and 200 natives recently met with a 
severe reverse at the bands of the 
Jlbouliea, a warlike tribe which haalonc 
haraosed tbe German trade caravans to 
tho south of Bantauga, in the Molinjl 
country, and especially along tbe river 
which divides the French and German 
territories. A German warship with 
troopa is already on the way to the 
Oameroons to reinforce the expedition 
which ia being organized Jto puniah the 
Mbonlies. 

WHAT OF THE AVOOA? 

A Ship With One Thousand British Soldiers 
Rumored to Have Foundered. 

London, Dec. 8.— The rumor is cabled 
from Halifax that the British troopship 
Avoca, bound from Jamaica for Cape- 
town with a thousand troopa on board, 
haa foundered. 

According to a telegram received to- 
day from Teneriffe. tho Avoca, supposed 
to bo the troopship, had arrived at As- 
cension island, though the date of arrival 
ia not given. It ia noted, aa bearing on 
tho two deapatchea, that tho First Bat- 
talion Liverpool regiment conaistlng of 
eight companies, ia under orders from 
Jamaica for Capetown.

[From Our Own Corrcipoudeiit.] 
Ottawa, Dec. 8. — A circular to collec- 
tors of cuatoma waa iaaued to-day calling 
attention to the provisions of sectian 
640 of the tariff, which prohibits the im- 
portation of tea BO adulterated aa to 
make it unfit for use. Cjillfictora are 
directed to forward to the department 
for approval eaniples of all tea imported 
into Canada from Great Britain or the 
United States before the deliverj' of the 
tea uuleaa the importer produces a cer- 
tificate from the British or IToited' 
States cuetoms to the effect that the tea 
haa been duly proved for home consamp^ , 
tioa in the United Kingdom or^ITniteiiV; 
States. When tea ia imported and not 
accompanied by a certificate of inspec- 
tion collectors are required to exercise 
due care to see that it is fit for use and 
to test the toa themselves as to ita gen- 
uinenesa. If after sucli testa the collec- 
tor bus reason to believe that the tea is 
not entitled to be entered for consamp- 
tion in Canada, samples from the sus- 
pected lots are to be forwarded to 
Ottawa for examination. 

Another circular prescribes the nature 
of the export entry, which is to be pre- 
pared in duplicate in connection with 
gooda to be exported, in place of the oath 
hitherto required. Eailway, steamship 
and express companies are' enjoined to 
strictly observe the law in respect to the 
report outwards at customs of all gooda 
carried by them for export from Canada. 
This regulation, hqwever, will not apply 
to gooda passing through Ganadai . iii 
transit by rail from; one i pbintfitlxthe 
States to another point In the aatne 
country. 

Tho minister of justice to-day received 
a cablegram atating that the judicial 
committee of the privy council lias 
affirmed the decision of the Appeal court 
of Ontario declaring that the lieatenant- 
goveruora of the provinces have ])o\TCr 
to appoint Queen's eounael.

Measure Binding United States Citi- 
zens Introduced in Both Houses 
of Congress. 



Expected Moral Effect on Otber Gov- 
ernments r-^laaiid;; Slaugliter 
NotPrdhiblted. 



Wasiiikoton, Dec. S. — At the opening 
of the eenato to-day Mr. Davis reported 
from tiie committea on foreign relatione 
a bill prohlbitiiig|tt»a killing of fur seala 
in the Kbrtli PaoiiBt! ocean. He aelcecl 
for its immediate conaideratiou, but Jlr. 
Hale (Maine) objected on the ground of 
the importance of the naeaeure and ask- 
ed that the bill bo printed. The bill is 
the joiut production of the senate and 
the treasury department, and its pasbage 
'is asked upon the groiindB that 'sucli a 
law upon the statute books of this coun- 
try would place the administration in a 
better position than at present to ask 
other governments to pruhibit pelagic 
eenling. 

The first section of the bill is as fol- 
lows : That no citiKen of the United 
States nor person owing duty or obedi- 
ence to the laws or treaties of the 
United States, nor any person belonging 
to or on board of a vessel of the United 
States, shall kill or hunt at any time or 
in any manner whatever any fur seal in 
the waters of the Pacific ocean north of 
the 35th degree of Doith latitude and in- 
cluding Behring Sea and the Sea of 
Okhotsk." 

The bill also prohibits any citizen of 
the United States from equipping, using 
or employing or furnishing supplies to 
any vessels engaged in killing or- hunt- 
ing fur seals, and declares that no United 
States vessel shall bo employed in this 
work. The penalty for violation of this 
proposed law is imprisonment for not 
more than seven months, or a iino of not 
less than $200 or not more than $2,000, 
or both, and the forfeiture of vessels so 



The fourth section of the bill is as 
follows: "If any vessel of the United 
States shall bo found within the waters 
to which this act applies, having on 
board fur seal skins or bodies of seals, 
or apparatus or implements for killing 
or taking seals, it shall be presumed that 
Buch vessel was used or employed in the 
killing of seals, or that said apparatus or 
implements were used in violation of 
. this act, until the contrary is proved to 
the satisfaction of the ' court. The 
United States courts of Alaska, Cali- 
fornia, Washington and Oregon are 
given jurisdiction over cases arising un- 
der the act. 

It is especially provided that the act 
ia not to interfere witli the privileges 
of coast Indians, nor with the taking of 
seals on the Pribylofl' islands. Otlicers 
of the navy and the revenue cutter ser- 
vice are empowered to search suspected

statue of the Saint and an Alms Box to Be 
Placed in Every Catholic Church. 

St. Louis, Dec, 7. — A cable despatch 
to the Globe-Democrat from Rome says 
there has been a marked falling oiT in 
the receipts of Peter's pence, which con- 
stitutes the main source of the Papal 
revenues. It ia therefore proposed at 
the Vatican to cause to be placed in 
every Catholic churoh throughout the 
world a statue of St. Peter, togetiier with 
an alms box and an appropriate iuBcrip- 
tion for the collection of Peter's ])ence. 
The United States was, formerly among 
the largest contributors, but its ofleringa 
have fallen ofl' badly in late years. 

It IB thought that the auggestiou men- 
tioned will be contained in the encycli 
cal which the holy father is expected to 
issue on July 1, when he will quietly 
celebrate the sixtiety anniversary of his 
consecration as a priest.

FAST AND FURIOUS. 

The Anniversary of Chief Deasy's Assump- 
tion of Office marked With a 
Lively Fire. 

Yesterday was the tenth anniversary 
of Chief Deaav'a elevation to tho direc- 
tion of the afiaira of the Victoria flro de- 
partment, and to mark the day he and 
his men were treated to what ia con- 
ceded to bo just about the liveliest blaze 
they had ever been called upon to 
handle. It originated at about 5 o'clock 
in the evening through the explosion of 
materials at the sail and oiled bag man- 
ufactory of James Tryford on lower 
Yates street. 

Mr. Tryford'a branch of industry is 
the coating with a secret waterproof 
preparation, of bags, tents, aaila, etc., 
particularly such aa are intended for use 
in the far northern mines. His place of 
businesB was filled with many nudreda 
of these articles, euapended from the 
ceiling to dry, when in mixing oil and 
gaEoline — for use in the preparation, the 
gaa ignited. Mr. Tryford made an at- 
tempt to smother the flamea, and in- 
stantly an explosion resulted, which 
hurled him backward, and filled the 
room with flamea, which quickly took 
hold upon the drying stock. 

It waB undoubtedly the swiftest lire in 
local liidtory, the entiro low^-r Hat being 
in ilumea in a moment. Luckily the 
liremen were very iir.niipt, and with the 
use of the chemical and two hydrant 
streams confined toe blaze to the lower 
floor, although at the time of Chief 
Deasy's arrival ho himself admits ho 
would not have given four bits for the 
building. It ia damaged to the extent of 
several hundred dollars, the owner being 
Mr. T. J. Burnea; Mr. Tryford'a loss 
will reach $1,100 or $1,200, on which 
there ia no insurance. 

The uopor floor, occupied aa a lodging 
house by Mrs. Fox, had a decidedly close 
call. Mrs. Fox waa ill in lierroom when 
the fire waa discovered, and in the con- 
fusion she waa forgotten. When thought 
of she was found unconecioua from 
smoke, and carried insensible down- 
stairs by the young , woman who had 
pluckily gone to her rescue. 

lIou.sKKiiKi'KRs all liko to see bread 
rise well in the cooking, but a sudden 
rise iu price this week was not ao wel- 
come to many. It appears that a num- 
ber of iirms conolud(Kl to raise the price 
of bread from 20 and 22 loaves for a dol- 
lar to IG loaves for a dollar, and the sin- 
gle small loaf from five cents to ten 
cents. When customers asked the rea- 
son why, they were told that flour had 
gone up in price. It seems that there 
was a report current that flour had sud- 
denly advanced 40 cents a barrel, and 
no doubt thia was the reason the bakers 
decided to raise the price of broad. It 
turna out, however, that the report as 
to the audden advance iu flour was a 
mistake, and inquiry yesterday resulted 
in ahowing that for the 'past three 
months the cost of flour has been prac- 
tically the same.

Borne Iiatorestlns InformattoiifoonMrnlnir 
Their Origin— They OontBln'OttrlotiB Bits 
of Native TiioUKht or Fanojr, Hlatory or 
Tradition. 

Just as the history of Oeltic, RomnD, 
Haxon, Dane and Norman ocoupation is 
marked in Eugland by the geographical 
Lames that those various peoples have 
;left ao in onr own country the many 
Indian aataes of riverB, lakes, moun- 
tains, districts ond towns remain a por- 
:manent witness, independent of. written 
history, to the faot that the ted man 
posReesed the land before lis. 

Here, as in other partis of the'iworld, 
"language affheres to the soil when the 
lips thiit spokoit Iiuvo been resolved iu- 
to dust. Mouutaius repeat and rivers 
mnrninr the voices of nations denatiou- 
■ BiizediOr. extirpated in their own land, " 
; The Indian names that dot the map of 
.America are full of moaning. Many of 
them, when translated, are fomul (ci 
contain cnriouB bits of native thoiiRbt 
or fancy, history or tradition. Some, 
like Niagara and Orcgou, are so euphoni- 
ous that they easily lend tliemsolycs to 
the nsea of the poet. Others, snoh as 
Moostocmaguntio, Mollicbunkamank, 
Wellckouepaoook, are as savago as were 
the people that oriRiuated tlimn. 

Indian geographical uuuies are very 
similar in oriyiu to their personal 
names. Tho Dakota Indians of the 
present day have applied to General 
Crook tho name Wi-can-hpi-yamui 
(Threo Stars), in allu.sion to the stars 
on tho shoulder strap of a gcuGmrs uni- 
fcriii, and tho cue suggests tho name by 
which tho Chinese are known to them — 
Pe-oo-kan-yan-ban-ska (eoalp look. ) 

This Bamo quality of poetic descrip- 
tivcness is soon in most of their local 
and their river names. Modern e.'splorers 
and ^geographers often apply personal 
names to natural objects, and thus wo 
have Mount Hood, Pike's ponk, the Mac- 
kcnzio river, Hudson bay and many 
others. The Indians never did this, 
though somotime.s they gave their tribal 
names to rivers near which they lived. 
The Hudson river was known to the In- 
dians of Now Xork as Mohicanittuck, 
Iho river of the Mohicans, and the na- 
tive name of the Delaware was Lena- 
pewihittnolf^ tho river of tho Lenapo, 
or Delawarcs. 

The Assiniboin Indians of Canada 
have loft tlieir name to a province, a 
river and a town. Tlie word means 
"stone people," and is of no significancfi 
until we learn that this tribe, unlike 
the other Indiana, made no clay pot- 
ttry, but boiled their food by placing 
redbot stones in waterproof vessels of 
bark. Ghippoway, pointed skins, is a 
name that refers to the pecnliar way in 
, whioh these Indians wore their skin 
robes, tho points hanging down behind 
and before. Eskimo is an Algonkin 
" word meaning eaters of raw flesh. Zn- 
ni, tho people of tho long nails, alludes 
to tho fact that tho medicine men of 
this pneblo always wore their nails 
long. 

A South Carolina river, which now 

boars tho prosaic namo of Broad, was 
known to tho Indians as Eswawpndde- 
nah, tho dividing river, after a bloody 
battlo which made this stream the di- 
viding lino between the Gatawbas and 
tho Cherokees. Tho namo Piscataway 
lias much tho pamo meaning. Duvil's 
lake, in North Dakota, is still known 
to tho Indians as Minnewaukan, tho 
mysterious water. They say that in a 
terrible battle fought on its banks many 
jears ago the contending warriors, as 
they slew each other, pitched the dead 
over tho precipice into tho deep water 
nntil very few were loft. Sinco then 
mysterious eonuds are heard in tho 
neighborhood, and the Indians will nei 
ther drink the water nor eat fish that 
are taken from it. 

Geuiseo or Geniseo means beautiful 
valley; Onondaga, on tho hills; Canan- 
daigua, place clios^n for a sotclement; 
Omaha, to go against the currout; At- 
tacapan, man eaters; Chitimacha (La. ), 
they possess cooking vessels; Atbapas- 
ca, place of hay and reeds; Yankton, 
end village; Sisseton, village; Owato- 
nni, straight; Waseca, rich. Winona, 
little daughter <a town in Winoousiu), 
perpetuates the name of an Indian girl 
who, being disappointed in love, cost 
lici.self into Lako Pepin from a point 
called I\laidcn rock and was drowned. 
Tho samo story, but without the name, 
uppoars in many other Lover's Leaps 
in various parts of our country. 

Kanawha is a descriptive namo mean- 
ing "it is long." Cornnaea is Quooran- 
.hoqna, tho placo of big white oaks. 
\Vaba.?lia n]C:iiiH red battle standnrd. 
Pas.'.-ainaquoddy is ;:u lutlimi word for 
pollock llsh. Shamokin u:oaua the place 
'Of the chief. : Sonth Carolina was known 
to tho Indians as Chioola, the place of 
foxes. Tho Delaware Indians .called 
eastern Pennsylvania Wiuakaking, sas- 
safras land. 

Tho names of about half of tho states 
and territories of tho Uui»n are of In- 
di-ui origin. Alaska means tho great 
land; Alaliama, hero wo rest ; Arkansas, 
bow on tho smoky water; Connecticut, 
long river; Dakota, friendly; Idaho, 
gem of tho mountains; Illinois, tho 
men; Iowa, drowsy ones; Kansas, 
.smoky water; Eentnoky, nt tho head 
of the river; Massachusetts, tho placo 
ot (^reat trees; Michigan, a fish weir; 
jMiuncsotu, whitish water; Mississippi, 
ifreat river; Missouri, great muddy 
(river); Nebraska, shallow water; Ohio, 
beautiful (rivor); Oklahoma, red people, 
or beautiful land; Oregon, great river 
cf the west; Teuuessoo, rivor of *"ho 
great bciid; Texas, friendly; Utah, 
dwellers in tho monutnins; Wisconsin, 
wild rushing river; Wyoming, broad 
piuina. — John Hawkins in Philadelphia 
Times.

THE PARLIAMENT BUILDING. 

A. few days' ago an inland con teinpor- 
aiy asked the Colonist if it was prepar- 
ed to maintain that the million-dollar 
parliament building is of more benefit to 
the province than a certain proposed ex- 
penditure would be. The query recalls 
the remark of the colored man who, 
when asked if he knew where a certain 
person resided, said, " Golly, boss, but 
don't I wiah I had as many dollara: as . I 
^nowB dat." It ia useless to compare 
thinga totally different. The expenditure 
on the parliament building can either be 
defended on its merits or not at all. It 
eeems rather late in the day to enter up- 
on such a defence, seeing that the build- 
ing ia finished and the departments have 
moved into their new quarters, but it 
may not be amiss, as many persons are 
quite unfamiliar with the state of things 
existing in the old departmental build- 
ings, to mention a few matters bearing 
npon the necessity for a change. 
. No one, who has not had opportunities 
of observing, can' have any idea of the 
crowded and unsafe condition of the old 
buildings. In the course of years the 
accumulations around public depart' 
laentB are enormous. These consist of 
letters, reports, maps, contracts, and 
documents of various kinds. Some of 
them are probably of no very great 
value, but no one can t6il certainly 
which of them can be eo ' designated. 
Therefore it is the practice of all govern 
ments to keep records of every kind, and 
it is essential that these shall be in a 
shape to be available and in a place that 
is secure from ordinary accident. Pub- 
lic as well as private interests may de- 
pend upon the existence of a document 
in the custody of a public department 
Hence the necessity of providing ade^ 
quato room for the storage of public 
papers ia recognized by all governments 
111 Ihia respect the province had very far 
Hutgrown the capacity of the old build 
iuuB. 

It ia also necessary that the perma 
nent staff of the departments shall have 
EuflScient room in which to do their 
work. No one v.'ho has had any bus- 
iness with the departments will contend 
tiiat such room existed in the old. build- 
ings. This necessity is not only due to 
the convenience of the officers, but that 
of the public as well. When the prov- 
ince was very small in population, the 
old quarters were ample; but for several 
years past they have been wretch'jdly 
inadequate in respect to accommodation, 
1x)th to oflicials and the public. Tlie 
health of public employees must also be 
considered ; and this is sure to suffer 
where a number of men ar^ daily occu- 
pying email 'quarters which, from their 
crowded condition, can never be cleaned 
The heads of departmenta in a province 
like British Columbia need good offices, 
and wo do not think it will be claimed 
that they had them in the old build- 
ings. Aa lor the legislature itself its 
ol^ room, with the cominitteie rooms in 
connection, was wretchedly inad- 
equate, both from the standpoint 
of health and that of convenience. 
The accommodations for the library were 
hardly nominal, and the same is true of 
the museum and every other branch of 
the public service. This never was so 
apparent as it was after the departments 
began to move, when the wonder of 
everyone was how they managed to get 
along at all as they had been situated. 
Never before was the nature of the risk 
of destruction of valuable documents so 
apparent. 

It is clearer now than ever that . pew 
buildings had to be provided j arid this 
being the case, wo maintain that those 



IT WHINES NOW. 

The Post-Intelligencer expresses its 
regret that it has become necessary for 
any Seattle paper to say anything un- 
complimentary of a neigl^^oring city, 
but insists that such a course is rendered 
compulsory by the manner other cities 
are treating Seattle. The Colonist is only 
concerned with this observation bo far as 
it may be intended to refer to Victoria. 
There is not and there has not been in 
Victoria any feeling of hostility towards 
Seattle. There has, however, been a 
great deal of indignation at the manner 
in which this oity has been treated by 
the Poat-Intelligencer. That paper has 
made false statements of the most hurt- 
ful character against this city and every- 
thing calculated to build up its trade. 
It has assailed the character of Victoria 
merchants. It has decried the goods 
which they carry. It baa misrepre- 
sented the city aa a commercial head- 
quarters in every possible way that its 
ingenuity could suggest. Its falsehoods 
have been exposed, and now it whines. 

So far as the Seattle merchants nre 
concerned there has been no disposiiiuu 
in Victoria to apeak of them otherwiee 
than in terms of the most pleasant char- 
acter. We think that probably the most 
severe thing printed in this regard in 
Victoria was the reference to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce advertisement. That 
advertisement contained such astonish 
ing statements that it was impossible in 
the interests of common honesty to dis 
regard them, When a Chamber of Com 
merce speaks it mnat be understood to 
apeak for the business community, and 
the Chamber of Commerce of Seattle 
has gone on record as making allegations 
in regard to Canadian duties and Cana 
dian goods that cannot be justified by 
any sort of reaaoqiqg. The Colonist 
condemned these, and it would have been 
recreant to its duty, not to the people of 
Victoria only, but to the world, if it had 
failed to correct, aa far as it is able, the 
wrong impression that will be spread 
broadcast over this continent by such an 
advertisement. The Post-Intelligencer 
baa singular ideas of journalism if it 
Bupposea that a Canadian pap^r will al- 
low such misrepreaentationa to go un 
corrected. 

The Seattle paper also says that mis- 
representations of the social character of 
the city are being spread broadcast in 
the interest of other cities. We do not 
know how true tbia ia, for nothing of the 
kind has come under our notice. Such 
a thing ought not to be. We think we 
can say with perfect confidence that 
there ia nothing' in the social character 
of Seattle that will render it desirable 
for a man to avoid it on his way to the 
Yukon. The Seattle paper's reference 
to this matter is twaddle. It is done to 
excite public feeling against imaginary 
enemies. The truth of the matter is 
that the Post-Intelligencer in ita arro- 
gant and olFensive manner has been 
steadily stirring up the hostility of every 
one, and its chickens are coming home 
to roost. If the people of Seattle wiah 
to know the source of any ill-will to- 
warda their city that may exist, they 
need not look further than the Post- 
lutolligencer office. In striking contrast 
has been the course pursued by the 
Seattle Times, which, while advocating 
the claims of the city, has not said any 
thing calculated needlessly to arouse 
0])position. 



TuEKE ia something very cold-blooded 
in the treatment which China is being 
accorded by Germany. There appears 
not to have been a single open question 
between the two countries, until a minor 
sort of disturbance occurred with some 
missionaries. It ia not very clear what 
the trouble was about, but no one needs 
to bo assured th:it there may have been 
fdults on both sides. Be this as it may, 
there ia no question about China'a readi- 
ness of recent years to atone for any in- 
jury done to foreigners} but Germany, 
without waiting to ask for redreac, 
selzad an important seaport and appears 
resolved to occupy it permanently. This 
is a revival of the old methods of bandit 
chiefs anil ia certainly not very credit- 
able to a Chriatian nation in the latter 
part of the nineteenth century. Everyone 
will agree with the Chinese government 
when it says that the missionary quar- 
rel has simply been made a pretext for 
territorial acquisition. How the matter 
will end catinot very well be detormine'd 
at proeent. China aeema disposed to re- 
sist. If she does, a crisis will be preci- 
pitated iu the Orient. She ia capable of 
making a very vigorous resistance. It 
seems impoasible to excuse Germany for 
precipitating a difficulty of this nature. 



It ia reported, on more or less reliable 
authority, that the leaders of Her Majes- 
ty's loyal opposition in British Columbia 
are about to issue a pronunoiamento, 
which will bo to the following ell'ect: 
Behold us ! We are modern represent- 
atives of the fellow who lifted, np his 
hands and thanked heaven that he was 
not aa other men are'.' We are pure and 
apotleas. Like Caisar's wife ought to 
have been, we are above suspicion. 
During all the booming times that have 
lately visited this province wo have stood 
aloof from the debasing effects of capi- 
talistic connections with an aloofness 
unique in history. Our hands are un- 
Boiled with the touch of British capital. 
No man representing any combination 
of investors has ever come to us and 
asked for our inlluence and advice. Like 
water on a duck'a back have the schemes 
of business men been to us. Search the 
records if you believe us not, and you 
will fail to find bur, names anywhere in 
connection with anything that was ever 



Speaking of the demand for aid to 
raiUvays in British Columbia, the Tor- 
onto Globe asks how the people of New 
Brunswick, Nova .Scotia, Quebec and 
Ontario are going to decide upon the 
question of routes. Waa ever so absurd 
a question asked before? How were the 
people of the several provinces able to 
decide the question of routes for the 
other hundred or so railways which the 
Dominion has aided? How are the peo 
pie of British Columbia to decide upon 
the Drummqnd County railway deal? 
We have hitherto been under the im- 
pi esaion 'that the people of Canada elect 
uJ rei)rogentatives to inquire into these 
things ; but possibly this is an error 
PoBsiiiiy the initiative and referendum 
have been in full swing in Canada dur 
ing the last thirty years and we have 
known nothing about it. Either this 
must be tlie case or the Globe must have 
come to the conclusion that everything 
has hitherto been out of joint and pro- 
poses to make a change. 



Tnij Mail and Empire ia singularly un 
happy in ita way of treating political 
incidents. It says of t^e Centre TorO|ito 
election that it gives the new Liberalism 
a new lease of life. What nonsense it is 
to talk this way. The result of the elec' 
tion will not affect the relative standing 
of the two parties one iota. The govern' 
ment simply held what it already had 
and with all the advantages on its sicie 
only very slightly inc'reaaed ita majority, 
The Toronto paper takes altogether too 
narrow a view of politics. The great 
body of the Canadian electorate is in 
fluonced by considerationa of which, it 
never appears to think.

TUE GOLD OUTPUT. 

It is safe to estimate that the total 
value of gold mined in the Trail Greek 
mining divialbn daring the year 1897 
will amount to the respectable sum of 
$3,250,000. ! Of this the Le Roi mine will 
have mined and shipped about $2,000,- 
000 worth of ore, and the other mines in 
the ahipping list will contribute close to 
.$500,000. The balance, $750,000 worth, 
lies on the dumps because it ia too low 
in crade to be treated under exiating 
conditions. The Le Itoi will produce 
about 57,000 tons of ore containing about 
.?35 in gold per ton, and the tonnage of 
other shipping mines will reach the 18,- 
000 mark, returning in gold an average 
value of .$25 per ton. The 90,000 tons ol 
ore lying on the dumps of the various 
working mines will assay from $8 to $8.50 
per ton iu gold. 

These estimates have nothing to do 
with the copper and silver values con- 
tained in the ore. 

We have only just commenced to mine 
in the Bossland camp.— Rossland Miner.

Thirty years ago, in 18G7, the Arch' 
bishop of Canterbury CDr. Longloy), at 
the instigation of the Bishops of Eastern 
Canada, consented to call together the 
bishopa in full communion with the 
Church of England for conference at 
Lambeth, One hundred and forty-four 
invitations were sent, and 7& bishopB as- 
sembled, of whom 29 hold sees in Great 
Britain and Ireland. The movement 
waa criticized severely, aa all new move- 
ments are.but the result waa so manifeatly 
blessed by God, that in 1S78 the experi- 
ment was repeated by Archbishop Tail, 
in ISSS l)y Archbishop Benson, with con- 
stantly increasing numbers and intereat, 
until this year, under the presidency of 
Archbiahop Temple, out of the 250 bish- 
ops to whom invitations were sent 19-1 
wero able to bo present, including 57 
from England, 7 from Scotland, 10 from 
Ireland, 69 from the colonies and 
missionary spheres, and 49 from the 
United States of America; and from a 
i)er'^onal point of view I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that I shall always con- 
biiU'r it uue of the great privileges of my 
life to have l:oen allowed to take part in 
tills conference oi 1897. The opening

can never be effaced from my memory. 
The conference met daily at Lambeth 
Palace for the first week in July, then 
resolved itself into committeea for the 
next fortnight, during which reports 
were prepared, and presented to the con- 
ference during the last week of ita aea- 
sion. Throughout all the debatea, in 
spite of, perhapa because of, free diacua- 
sion, a yery real spirit of unity prevailed 
and in almost all caaea the reaolutions 
were^ adopted unanimously. 

It ia to De clearly understood that these 
resolntiona have no binding authoritj', as 
though they were the decrees of a coun- 
cil, upon any province or individual dio- 
cese throughout the Anglican commun- 
ion. They are simply to be communica- 
ted to the various dioceaes "for their con- 
sideration and for such action aa may 
seem to them desirable." Noria there the 
least idea of raising the See of Canter- 
bury to a position in any way analogous 
to that claimed by the See of Rome. 
The Arch bishop has consented to appoint 
a consultative body, to whom questions 
may be referred for advice, but it ia in 
no sense a judicial tribunal. 

With regard to the reaolutiona, it haa 
been objected by some that they' are not 
sufBciently definite; but when it is re- 
membered that Buch questioni as " In- 
ternational: arbitration" and "Indus- 
trial problems " formed part of the pro- 
gramme, it is hardly to be expected that 
the "last ■words" or any settlement 
should come from the Lambeth Conler- 
ence. It is the same with the " Unity 
of Christendom " and the " Criti- 
cism of the Bible"; with great 
moral questions like "Temperance" 
and "Purity." There is no short and easy 
method of dealing with such problems, 
but it is something surely to endeavor to 
lay down and maintain right principles, 
and to make suggeationa, after much 
discussion, which may by the bleaaing 
of God, bring forth fruit. 

Thia the Lambeth Conference has 
done, and may we all, clergy and laity 
alike, conacious of the difhculties of the 
age in which we live, resolve more firmly 
than ever to do battle for the Lord 
against all that is evil and to work and 
pray for the extension of Bis kinsdom 
upon earth. 

Let me now turn your thoughts more 
directly to our own diocese, with its 
needs and prospects. Ecclesiastically, 
we are still in the same position ; and 
inaamucli aa there ia no provincial or- 
eanization in British Columbia, we re- 
main, withthe dioceaea of New Westmin- 
ster and Caledonia, with the Archbishop 
of Canterbury as our Metropolitan. 
Thia in no way interferes with our posi- 
tion as an integral part of the 
Church ol Canada, and the more 
we can foster the sense of unity, 
the better it will be for ug all. 
Moauwhile we can only wait patiently 
until further steps may be taken by the 
irchbishop of Canterbury and the Arch- 
biahop of liupert's Land as Primate of 
all Canada, or until the growth of the 
population and importance of the civil 
province of British Ck>lumbia makes it 
necessary to increase the number of 
diocesea, when the diflScultj[ would be 
removed and a province easily formed, 
I cannot but feel that we suffer loss in 
our present state. All attempts at 
centralization of work are out of the 
question, and we lack the enthuaiasm of 
iiuubera, and are naturally inclined to 
become self-centred. From a church 
point of view thia ia lamentable ; and, 
knowing our danger, we uiuat Ijo moat 
careful to ever be on the watch 
against it. 

No one can foretell the effect of the 
excitement which we are sure to ex- 
perience in the spring. There is a great 
probability of our losing many of our 
beat men from Victoria, Nanaimo and 
Wellington, and we may have to. receive 
in their stead those who will require at 
our hands very apecial care. Any large 
discovery of gold within our own dioceae 
(which we all admit to be probable), 
would alao tax our energiea in endeavor- 
ing to meet the spiritual needs which 
would at once arise. Under the circum- 
Btancea I heaitate to carry out any 
changes in our organization as it at pre- 
sent exists, although there are some 
which must be made, before long. 

Before I'tonch: upon t the question of 
finance, I have 'to ' report the resig- 
nation of Mr.; W. .0. Ward, who'.beld the 
office of treasurer of the diocese since 
1892, and who waa a moat active mem- 
ber of the synod from the time of its in- 
corporation. I am glad of the opportu- 
nity of recording my sense of the extreme 
kindness whieh I over received from 
Blr. Ward, and feel certain that a special 
resolution of thanks will be presented to 
him by thia synod. Mr. T. E. Smith 
haa kindly consented to act as his auc- 
cesBor but I am bound to add that owing 
to the business of hia life it has 
only been at an urgent personal 
request from myaelf that he haa 
thus temporarily accepted the oflSce. 
Financially, th^re is nob much that calls 
for comment^' The ;accouiita, which are 
to be presentrd 'coiapriBe Hhe 'financial 
year ending Klarcb 31, 1807, and I am 
1 , ' ' ' Continued 'on page Six.

Our income amounted to $3,219, of wli.'ch 
$1,477 was from interoat upon inveut- 
menta, ifOiC from the Lenten ofl'erinar, 
$282 from the colleclioua on Whitsun 
Day and Advent Sunilay, and $500 from 
the fund collected by friends in Eng- 
land; while the total iimuunt of pranta 
paid to the several parishes was $3,000. 
This year the estimate for the grants baa 
been reduced to $ , bo that with a 

very slight effort, when our next ac- 
counts are presented, the heavy deficit 
which existed in 1893 will, it is hoped, 
be"enti¥ely;extiDeuiBhed. 
i Mach''''6f ' the anxiety through which 
vie' have paaaed miKht have been 
prevented if the authoritiea of the 8.P.G. 
- bad Been their way to make aaan annual 
grant from their inndB; bat thia year, in 
England, I madeno efioirt to'eecare Buch 
a grant, because of the financial straits of 
our sister diocese of New Westminster, 
which clearly had the lirat clnim. With 
mining camps springinn up in all direc- 
tions, and with no interest arising from 
many of their investments, the cliurch 
on the Mainland ought assuredly to re- 
ceive generous lielp from our richer 
brethren in the East of Canada and in 
the Old Country. Our own chief finan- 
cial difficulty is the property known as 
Angela College. The money for the 
building was collected by Bishop Hills, 
in England, and a lurge grant was made 
by the Society for Promoting Christian 
Knowledge, the object being to establish 
a girls' school on Church principles. 
With the lull consent of the aociety, 
the property haa now been leased 
to Mr. T. W. Laing, M.A., Oxon., who 
has Bucceeded the Bev. C. E. Sharp as 
principal of the Boya' Collegiate Sc&ool. 
We are all glad to know that Mr. Sharp 
Btill continues bis moat valuable aervicea 
aq tutor, and as bishop I have accepted 
the office of visitor of the school. It can 
hardly be called a diocesan institution 
when we are unable to make any grant 
in aid of its funds, and there ia less than 
nothing in the way of endowment, for, 
unhappily, the property has upon it a 
mortgage of $8,000. However, I feel 
sure that all the members of this synod 
will in every possible way strengthen 
the hands of Mr. Lamg in the work 
which he has undertaken. The amount 
charged for rent is not aufBcient to pay 
the yearly interest upon the mortgage, 
and the sums guaranteed by those inter 
ested in the work which were promised 
at the synod in 1896, have not all 
been paid, so that there is a consider- 
-able.deficit uppn this account. The only 
other piece or church property which we 
poasesa, called the Mountain district lot, 
near Nanaimo, is also burdened with a 
mortgage of $2,000— interest upon which 
has to be paid, and in spite of .several 
attempts to sell it, wo have not been able 
to find a purchaser. 

The statistics of the diocese are 
your hands, and the condition of the 
several parishes can thus be seen at a 
glance. The amount raised for church 
purposes (exclusive of that received from 
endowments) ia $22,280. The number of 
communicanta ia returned aa 1,653, but 
thia ia not quite accurate, as aome clergy 
only give the membera who actually 
communicated on Easter day and others 
have given all the names of those on 
their communicants' roll. Bntconaid- 
erinit the small population of the dioceae 
the ngurea are aeddedly hopeful and the 
amount collected satisfactory. Three 
parishea Btill have large debts upon their 
buildinga. In Victoria, St. James with 
$6,832, and St. Barnabas with $2,000; 
while in Nanaimo the work of 
the parish is sadly hampered by 
the debt of $8,000 upon St. Alban's 
church. It is much to bo hoped that for 
the future power may be granted to some 
central body to prevent the possibility of 
such large debts as these being assumed 
by any parish. The interest which has 
to be paid is in itself a severe drain 
upon the income, and the parishonerB 
are almost sure to be tempted to con- 
centrate all their efTorta upon their own 
parish, and to lose their interest in the 
general work of the diocese. You will 
be glad (on the other band) to know that 
the debt of $369 which existed upon St 
Lnke'a churob, Northfield, has been ex- 
tingoiahed. The S. P. C. K., with their 
wonted kihdneaa, renewed a grant of 
4150 which had lapsed, and the Van- 
couver Coal Company, to whom the 
debt was owing, have most generously 
i'ccepted this sum as payment in 
full for the amount due to them. 
The new cliurcli on Slayne island, 
from designs drawn by Mr. Keith, is in 
course of erection, and when completed 
will be in some way worthy of the beauti- 
ful site on Plumper's Pass, kindly given 
bj' Mr. 'Warburton Pike, which it occu- 
pies. The Bettlera on the neighboring 
islands are all interested in the scheme, 
and it cannot fail to become a centre of 
moat uaeful work. 

With regard to a church at Alberni, 
we have received the promise of a grant 
of $760 from the Marriott bequest of the 
S.F.G.; but there is still some doubt "as 
to the place where it ought to be built, 
as the towuBite has not been definitely 
Rettled. Mistakea have often been lua'do 
in the past in hurrying the building 
of cliurches, and we must bo content to 
wait a little longer. Meanwhile services 
have been held regularly every month in 
the Presbyterian church, which lias been 
kindly placed at our diapoaal, and to 
wliom we offer our most sincere thanks. 

The appointment of a resident clergy- 
man at Alberni is a question that preBses 
for Bolution, and must involve cbangea 
in the exiating arrangements of parishes 
and missions in the northern rural dean- 
ery, which will require much considera- 
tion before anything definite ia settled. 

Two parishes are td' be congratulated 
upon having parsonage houses, In the 
case of St.' Paul's, Eequimalt, it is a new 
venture. At Comox the old honse was 
in such a dilapidated condition tliat it 
was practicivlly uninhabitable. By a 
sale 01 part of the globe land a suflicient 
sum has been rcali/.ed to erect a tlio- 
roughly substantial building. Considor- 
able alterations have also been made at 
Christ CImrcli rectory. On thocontrary, 
I regret to state tliat the condition of 
the parsonages at Suanich and Cowichan 
ia such that tlioy are not worth insur- 
ing, so that the discomfort of those who 
liave to live in them can be imagined. 
I have thus endeavored to put you in 
full possession of the existing state of 
tbinga in the diocese, and ahall always 
be ready to give all the information in 
my power. 

There are two new scheme in which I 
bope to secure your full sympathy, ul- 
though I do not aak for any financial aid 
from the Syuod itself. First, with regard 
to missionary work amongst the Chinese 
living in our midst. Apart altogether 
from the economic question of Obineae 
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labor as opposed to European, the fact 
remains that they are living amongst us, 
and we cannot escape from the respou- 
eibility of endeavoring to bring home to 
them the meaaage of the gospel. The 
small effort that was made from 1893 
to 1895 forced upon us all the 
conclusion that until a clergyman 
could be found able to speak the Can- 
toneee dialect fluently, it was practically 
useless to attempt any missionary work. 
While in England, as I belie\ e by the 
guiding hand of God, I was introduced to 
the Rev. J. Grundy, who has had fifteen 
years' experience in missionary work in 
Hongkong, and who expressed himself 
willing to come over and help us. Ap- 
plications to a few friends resulted in 
the promise of a aufficiont sum of money 
wherewith to commence the work, and a 
grant of $200 has beep received from the 
Domestic and Foreign Mission Fund in 
the East of Canada, and I hope to wel- 
come Mr. Grund;^ into the diocese next, 
February, It will take aome time to or- 
ganize the mission, during which M r. 
Grundy will hold himself in readiness to 
undertake other duty, and I Bincerelv 
hope that before very long we may feel, 
as a church, that we are doing what 
little we can to preach the gos- 
pel to those at our very doors _ in 
Victoria Nanaimo, Wellington andUnion. 
The second scheme is concerned with 
the welfare of the sailora belonging to 
our port of Victoria. There ia every 
prospect of a considerable increase in 
their numbers during the coming spring, 
and it will be a matter of thankfulness if 
we are in any way prepared to meet their 
needa. During the past nine months 
the Rev. W. G. H. Ellison has been via- 
iting the ships in the harlior, and, 
through theklndneasof theStiAndrew'a 
waterside misaion, haa beetf able to aup 
ply the crews with a certain amount oi 
wholesome literature. But there ia a 
distinct need of aome place of meeting 
on shore, and the offer has been 
made of a house on Store street 
which has been used for similar 
purposes under the name of a " Sea- 
man's Association." May we not fairly 
hope that laymen belonging to the 
Church will be found who will be ready 
not merely to support auch a work with 
their money, but to give their time and 
hearty sympathy to ensure the success 
of the scheme. 

Let us now proceed to our business, 
looking for the guidance of God the Holy 
Ghoat even in what may seem small 
matters ; but let ua also clearly see that 
our duty in life ia something infinitely 
more than the financial administration 
of the dioceae, viz., to hold fast to the 
faith once delivered to the saints, to 
hand it down unimpaired to the genera- 
tions that are to follow us, and to show 
it forth in our daily lives. 

Routine business occupied the re- 
mainder of the afternoon, including the 
adoption of a canon on the duties of 
archdeacons towards the-rural deaneries. 
Then the synod adjourned until this 
morning. 

There was choral evensong at the 
cathedral last evening. Rev. C. Eneon 
Sharp preaching a special sermon to the 
members of the synod. 

This morning there will be celebration 
of holy communion at the cathedral at 
8 o'clock. The synod meets for busineas 
in the achool room at 10 :30 a. m., and in 
the evening a conversazione will be held 
at Angela college.

AGAINST THE PLAINTIFF. 

New Trial of Harris v. Dunsmuir Goes in 
Favor of the Defendants. 

Mr. Justice McCoU yesterday deliver- 
ed his judgment in Harris v. Dunsmuir, 
declaring that the plaintifTa be. non- 
suited; and as Mr. Bod well,, for plain- 
tifls, declined a n6n*Buiti' the 'jury were 
directed by the conrt to bring in a ver- 
dict for the defendants, vrhioh they^'did 
Mr. Justice-'^ McOoll'a Judgment was as 
follows : 

It was contended for the plaintifl!"8 : 
(1.) That Harris found a purchaser in 
accordance with the agreement between 
him and the defendant and that the non- 
completion of a sale waa owing to her 
default. 

(3.) Ultimately that by a collateral 
agreement made between them he was 
to be entitled in the event of no sale be- 
ing uffected to a reasonable sum for his 
services, and his diBburaemonts, or at 
leikst to the latter, and 

C3.) That in any case the plaintiffs 
were entitled to payment for services 
rendered by him before his appointment 
as agent. "• ' " 

As I understand the evidence, there 
never was a timiB when any conclud.ed 
agreement was made by.fiarria with ^iiy 
intending purchaser nor waa the de- 
fendant ever in fault in anv way with 
reference to any proposed aale upon 
terms authorized by her. The plaintiff's 
case upon the alleged collateral agree- 
ment I think wholly fails partly because 
the written agreements, as I construe 
them, Bhow in themselves that they 
were meant to contain the whole that 
waa intended to be binding upon the 
parties. Per Erie, O.J., in Lindley vs. 
Lacey, 34 L.J., at page 7. The suggested 
agreement that Harris waa to be paid 
for hia services, including disburse- 
ments, even if no aale should 
be made ia not such a "dis- 
tinct collateral matter " as alone could 
be the subject of an oral co-existing 
agreement. Nor would the difficulty 
disappear if the alleged agreement^oonld 
be confined to the disbursements. 'The 
written agreement mtiet be construed 
with reference to the well-known usage 
that an agent'a commiaaion indemnifies 
him for all his expenses, and that pay- 
ment of the commission pre-supposes 
success. If the writings had simply 
fixed the rate oi commission they would 
have had to be read as if these condi- 
tions had been written in, and there is 
nothing in the language used to 
show that anything difl'ereut was 
intended. It would be very mis- 
chievous in a matter of this kind 
to allow evidence of an understanding 
contrary to their usage as well as to 
the express terms of the writing. I 
was reierred to the case of Stones vs. 
Dowler, 211, L.J., Ex. But thia waa the 
case of a written proposal merely, and 
tho decision, so far as it applies, is 
against the plaintiff; nor ia there any- 
thing in the other case referred to of 
Gillespie vs. Cheney, 189G (2 Q.B.D., G2), 
to assist the plaintiff. In the second 
phice it seems to me that Harris' evi- 
dence shows at most merely a promise 
too vague to amount to a contract, Tho 
nearest approach to anything definite on 
tills subject is in cross-examination, and 
it was strongly pressed upon me that 
the jury might properly have regard to a 
portion only of tho evidence, and so find 
for the plaintiffs according to the opinion 
expressed by Lord lilackburn in 'd A,C., 
at page 1201. But it is, I think, mani- 
fest that hia observations cannot apply 
to the evidence of a plaintill" and that it 
must be taken as a whole. I am of the 
opinion that Harris' conduct through- 
out, and particularly in writing the let- 
ter in which he made the only attempt 
to get payment for, anything wbich-he 
over did make before the commence- 
ment of the action— a letter written after 
ho had full professional advice as to his 
position, and long after, as ho admits, 
all business and other, relations between 
himself and the defendant had ceased, is 
not only utterly inconsistent with the 
existence of any such contract as is now 
put forward, but shows clearly that the 
question of payment by the defendant 
was one merely for her generosity, and 
that the " jury receiving the whole of 
the evidence reasonably could not pro- 
perly find " otherwise. This being so, 
the plaintiffs ought to be non-suited. 
Hidclle va. N. F. & M. I. Co., A. C, 1890, 
p. 372. 

Any expenses which may have been 
incurred before Harris' actual appoint- 
ment must, I think, be referred solely to 

the agreement.

Corporal Punishment Again Consid- 
ered by the Board of School 
Trastees. 



A New Begalation Adoptied to Assure 
No Punishment in the Heat 
of Passion. 



The time-worn subject of corporal 
puuishment, its merits and demerits, 
with an interchange of opinions as to 

when it is necessary and advieable, furn- 
ished the most interestiuK chapter in the 
proceedings of the school board last 
evening, although the topic was brought 
before the trustees somewhat unexpect- 
edly. The secretary had but: concluded 
the reading of the minutea wlien it was 
announced that Mr. Sheriff MoMillan, 
Mrs. McMillan, and their daughter, Mrs. 
Watkins, were in waiting and requested 
permission to address the board. This 
was ■ immediately Rranted, and the 
Sheriflfat once proceeded lo describe at 
length what he termed a biutal heating, 
administered to his young grandson, a 
child of Mrs. Watkins', by Mr. Currie, a 
member of the teaching stafT. 

He did not deny that the boy had, in 
" cribbing" during an examination, de- 
served puniehment of some eort — but lie 
did protest against the excessively severe 
beating administered. Mr. Currio had, 
he said, decided that tho boy should ap- 

Eear before his class and receive lour 
lows of a heavy rubber strap on eaoh 
hand. The boy refusing to hold out his 
hand, the teacher had lost control of liia 
temper, and had beaten him until he 
was " black and blue from his shoulders 
to his heele." It was fully ten days be- 
fore the boy even partially recovered, 
and it was then diacovered that he had 
been playing truant rather than appear 
again in school, Mr. Currie having in- 
timated that he would " get it again " 
when he returned to his studies. 

Not only had the boy been whipped 
about the body, but one severe blow had 
been given on the head, and as a matter 
of fact the boy had ever since been un- 
der tho care of a medical man, although 
Mr. McMillan would not go so far as to 
say that his illness was altogether due to 
the treatment received at Mr, Currie'e 
hands. He had personally examined 
carefully tho school regulationB, and 
could find nothing to justify the punish- 
ment meted out— the act distinctly de- 
fining the powers of teachers as regards 
punishment, saying that whipping 
should be held as a last resort and should 
only then be adminisiered aa by a care- 
ful and indulgent parent, His grandson, 
the Sheriff asBerted, would never, forgive 
Mr. Onrrie for the beating received, and 
it was only , natural ,: to suppose that 
when he became a man be " would take 
it out of Mr. Currie." 

The matter having thus been brought 
before the board, Chairman. Hayward 
remarked that he had himself Been the 
boy soon after the whipping was received 
by him, and could endorse the statement 
that he had been severely puuished. 
Tlie inspector had investigated the cir- 
cumstances, and he had been under tlie 
impression that an amicable Eettiemeut 
had been arrived at. 

Inspector Eaton briefly outlined to 
the board what had been done in tho 
matter, and also pronounced the punish- 
ment inflicted excessive and said that 
the boy had consented to return to 
school — he having upon his own author- 
ity given the assurance that if occasion 
arose for further correction he would be 
Bent home, not whipped in school. This, 
it seemed to him, was as far as it was 
necessary to go in the particular case in 
question. ' 

Trustee Mrs. Jenkins had also seen 
Master Watkins, and was convinced of 
the excessive nature of the punishment 
he had received. She held that corporal 
punishment sliould not be administered 
t)efore a class in any event. In this view 
of the matter theoretically, she was en- 
dorsed by Trustee Mrs. Grant, who main- 
tained that whipping in the presence of 
a class robbed corporal punishment of 
its force as a deterrent factor — aa much 
to be deprecated as the public whipping 
posts of past centuries. 

Trustee Yates was the nest to expreas 
regret for the undue severity diepiayed, 
but hoped, nevertheless, that tho boy 
would profit by the lesson he had re- 
ceived, and not, as indicated by his 
grandfather, cheriah animosity against 
Ins teacher. He agreed perfectly with 
the lady membera of the board in tho 
opinion that corporal panisbment gainsd 
in effeetiveueaa as a, deterrent force 
when adminieterod at the cloae, rather 
tlian during the progress, of school 
work. Tho fine torture of anticipation 
was in itself a very oflective form of pun- 
iehment. 

Trustee Lewis Hall concurred iu the 
views exproEsed by Trustee Yates and 
by " Sister Grant and Sister Jenkins." 
He went a little furtlier than eitlier, and 
thought that the time was coming speed- 
ily when corporal punislinient would 
admitted to 00 inadvisable in all cases 
as a means to secure school discipline. 

The conclusion of tho diBcussion was 
reached by the presentation and unani- 
mous adoption of a resolution, moved Dy 
the two lady traatpes,- to the eCfect that 
" hereafter when corporal punishment is 
deemed neceaaary. the aame ahall not be 
administered until the school shall have 
been diamisaed." 

The cominunicationa of the evening 
made up a formidable list, but none 
were of extreme importance or epoeial 
interest. Principal Misa Cameron of 
South Park asked for the payment by 
the board of piano tuning expenses of 
three dollars— which was approved. The 
same enthusiastic principal then request- 
ed an appropriation for single sticks and 
masks for the use of the fencing class 
formed among her senior pupils. Tliib 
request was received by Trustee Belyea 
with tho obaervation, "The flrat thing 
we kuow they will be wanting billiard 
tables." 

Trustee Yates did not anticipate tliia 
crisis being reached. Single sticks were 
for useful exercise, he meintained, but 
the board would draw tho line at the 
pernicioua billiard table. 

Then the queation arose aa to whether 
or not the teaching of aincle stick wee 
permissible under tho regulations. 
Trustee Yatea found " calistbenics" 
clearly defined in the list of subjects, 
and aa gymnaatica was interpreted 
Bomething as the masculine of calie- 
thenics, the road seemed to be cleared oi 



obatacles, and the required appropria- 
tion was granted. 

A requisition for ink wells, also from 
the principal of South Park, waa refer- 
red to the supply committee for action. 
The resignation of Charlotte G. Barrett, 
a pnpil teacher who bag secured a coun- 
try school of her own, waa accepted with 
regret; an application for an iacreaso of 
enlaryfrom W. N. Winsby went oa the 
table for subsequent consideration. .A 
pumber of acknowledgments and rou- 
tine letters followed, aa well aa a tender 
for the supply of cord wood at $3 from 
Baker & Colaton, to which the supply 
committee will give attention. Applica- 
tions for engagement on the teaching 
Btafi' were received from Mary J. Blake, 
ArabeCa C. Nightingale, Maggie C. 
Blackbourno, A. E. Fraaer and J. A. 
Oampbell. 

Prom 0. R. Olderahaw, of Vancouver, 
the provincial agent of Smead, Dowd & 
Co., -was received, an extensive report 
couched in ecientiOo terma embodying 
the result of recent teata as to the work- 
ing of the ventilation ayatem at the 
South Park achool. In commenting 
upon thia. Inspector Eaton observed 
that it mattcrecl only the oretically what 
the time consumed was in passing fresh 
air through various rooms at varying 
temperatures. The practical fact re- 
mained that MisH Frank's room was the 
■worst ventilated of any schoolroom in 
the city — and this condition would have 
to be remedied. He had found the best 
means to employ was the simple open- 
ing of the transom. The report from the 
agent vras placed on file. 

Under the head of reports the secre- 
tory informed the board that the average 
dnily attetidanto at the schools during 
Koveuiber bad been 1,942. CO ; the aver- 
age actual attendance, 1,931.44: the 
number of pupils actaally in' attendance, 
2,08U; and the average 'per 'teacher, 
43.45. On the finance com mittee'sli^r' 
port being considered' the " chalrihan . 
reported that exception -had beeii taken 
by the Ma]r.or.to..oneiitem .in t^e salary 
list on kheKronsd 'that he difTered from 
the board aa to when the aervices of the 
person engaged should commence. He 
had informed his Worship that the 
school board waa responsible to the citi- 
zens for their management of school 
affairs and no change could be made. 

The reports of the standing commit- 
tees contained no specially important or 
intersBting matter. Trustee Mrs. Grant 
stated that the grounds of the North 
Ward achool were in shameful condition, 
owing to imperfect drainage; while 
Trustee Yates thought the reverae. 
Trustee Hall, for the gymnasium cohi- 
mittee, reported the progress made in 
the equipment ol the High school labor- 
atory, and waa granted an additional $75 
for this work. The ' alterations and re- 
pair committee at the same time was in- 
structed to proceed with the placing iu 
of wanhstandB at North Ward, and paint- 
ing the new woodwork. . ,. v. 

Before the board--; ad}oarned^:<Ohair- 
maa Hayward annoanced that the elec- 
tion of trustees will take place at the 
aame time, on the 13th of January, aa 
the election of mayor and aldermen — 
the trustees thia year retiring being 
Mrs. Grant and Meeera. J.S.Yates, A. 
L. Belyea and R. B. McMicking. A re- 
solution waa also placed on the notice 

Eaper that at the next mes'ting of the 
card he will move " that the qualifica- 
tion of pupils for promotion from grade 
to grade should in future bo determined 
by their class standing as shown in the 
monthly reports to parents, and not 
wholly upon the results of a final exam- 
ination aa hitherto."

News waa received yesterday of the 
loss of the New Whatcom schooner C. 
E, Ward with her owner, Jacob Leon- 
abey, and another man:WboBe name has 
not been ascertained. The catastrophe 
occurred oS the FraBer riyer S^ndheads, 
and Mr. S. H. HopkiiiB broagtit the news 
yesterday to Superintendent Huasey 
from provincial constable Drummond 
There seems no doubt that her crew of 
two met theil- death by drowning when 
the little schooner swamped. 

The schooner C. E. Ward, a little ves- 
sel thirty feet long and of nine feet beam, 
put into Plumper Pasa a short time ago 
and lav there for tea days. Aboard were 
her skipper and o^nier, Jacob Leonabey, 
and one man whose name ia not known. 
The Ward was laden' with tombatonea 
for Westminster, bat as the men aboard 
did not know the way to the Fraaer well 
they made two or three futile starts and 
then, returned. 

Constable Drummond went aboard and 
found that the men had only a couple of 
old charts to guide them so he warned 
them that if they were caught in a blow 
it WHS likely that they would come to 
grief. This was on November 26. 

The schooner waa seen again at Plum- 
per Pass on November 30, after an un 
BQCceBBful attempt to reach the Fraser. 
She lay at the Pass until December 4 
and nothing more was seen of her until 
Monday when the Yoaemite on her way 
from "NVestmiuster sighted the tops of 
the echooaer's masts sticking out of the 
water off the Sandheads. The little 
boat which tbe Ward had towed behind 
her was also fonnd floating at the spot 
BO it is all too evident that the anfortun- 
ate Bchooner was caught in thetremend 
uus gales that blew on Sunday and sank, 
her crew of two being drowned. 

QUIET BEIGNED SUFBEME. 

A Peaceful Day on tbe Harbor Front With 
No Important Arrivals or 
Departures. 

Yesterday was what ia technically 
known as a dead day on the water front, 
there being — except for the preparations 
for departure now in progress with the 
sealers — little doing among tho shipping 
The arrivals aid departures were con- 
fined principally to the daily callers, and 
even these had lighter lista than usual. 
Late at night the Tacoma, of the 
Northern Pacific Hag, arrived from 
Yokohama and tho Chinese ports be- 
yond ; while the R.M.S. Aorangi, on the 
Australasian run, is announced to make 
her departure on Saturday, carrying a 
capacity-limit cargo wliich will in- 
clude a shipment of salmon from 
this port. Of the Northern fleet the 
EoBalie, which replaces the City of 
Seattle for two trips, is due down, but 
with a probability that she will make no 
call here. The Czar of the towboats has 
gone up to Comox, and the Maude, 
conspicuous among the freighters, is at 
present discharging coal at the C.P.N. 
Co. 'a wharf. It will perhaps be bene- 
ficial aa well aa interesting to local navi- 
gators to know that the branch liydro- 
grapbic office at Port Townaeud ia'now 
prepared to farniah, free of any charge, 
particulars of a rock dangerous to ship- 
ping in William Henry sound, J^yun 
Canal, and also of a dangerous snag re 
cently reported in Granville channel, 
this province.

Expression of New "Vork Board of Trade on 
Canadian Recriprodty Overtures. 

New York, Deo. 8.— -At a meeting of 
the board of trade, the committee on 
ocean transportation presented a report 
in favor of deepening of the channels of 
New York harbor. The report was 
adopted. Tbe committee on canal trans- 
portation was instructed to examine and 
report on the proposition to secure legis- 
lation permitting an increase in capital 
of the companfee navigating tbe state 
canals. 

A resolution regarding Canada waa 
prcEented in response to a request from

The spirit of 
comity, equity and good feeling demands 
that peace and concord shall prevail be- 
tween this country and our nearest 
neighbora. The interests of humanity, 
civilization, commerce and progress on 
the American continent, and the com- 
mon welfare of these peoples, degyind 
that such overtures, offered in good 
faith, shall be receivi^ with good will." 
Xt was paaeed aa given. 



HAITI (iOT LBFT. 

Tbe Govemnient Relied Upon Fromiae of 
moral Influence Which Was Not . 
Fortbcomlns. 

Port au Pkinck, Dec. 8.— Count 
Schwerin, the German charge d'aiTaires, 
waa received by the president this after- 
noon. The public mind contintiea agi- 
tated, and all the regulars and the 
nationalguards are in readiness. Shortly 
before 2 o'clock the president issued a 
proclamation to the people of Hayti say- 
ing that for the second time Hayti had 
yielded to German force, contrary to its 
rights. 

The government, according to the 
proclamation, had decided to resist even 
to the last, but owing to the tack of 
promised moral influence, the character 
of which is not indicated in tho procla- 
mation, it waa obliged to accept the 
ultitnatum. The proclamation invites 
the Haytian people to cease international 
quarrels and to labor for the raising np 
of tbe nation.
